To  oxamine  any  fluid,  such  as  stagnant  water,  blood,  mill:  or  pus,  lift  a  small  drop  on  the 
eye  of  a  darning-needle  or  small  stick,  and  place  it  on  the  under  side  of  the  lens,  right  on  the 
centre— the  smaller  the  drop  the  better.  If  you  wish  to  see  the  globules  of  blood,  pus  or  milki 
these  fluids  should  be  largely  dilated  with  water.  After  placiugthe  fluid  to  be  examined,  on  the 
under  side  of  the  lens,  place  the  latter  on  the  top  of  the  instrument,  and  then  stand  the  latter 
bo  that  the  mirror  will  directly  f:ice  the  light,  nnd  turn  the  mirror  until  the  light  is  reflected  up 
tho  body  of  the  instrument  on  the  lens,  when  the  objects  contained  in  the  fluid  will  become 
visible,  if  not,  turn  the  instrument  to  the  right  or  left  a  trifle,  and  turn  the  mirror  until  it  is 
right.  For  dry  objects,  such  as  hair,  flies'  or  spiders'  feet,  tho  w:ngs  of  insects,  scales  from 
the  wings  of  moths,  etc,  etc.,  place  them  on  the  small  slip  of  glass  under  the  lens.  When 
examining  a  drop  of  fluid,  tho  slip  of  glass  is  not  required.

DIRECTIONS  FOR  USING  THE  MACHINE. 

Connect  the  handles  with  the  sockets  at  the  left  end  of  the  box  by  the  cords  within  thein.  Apply 
the  handles  so  that  that  part  of  the  person  through  which  it  is  desired  to  pass  the  current  of  electricity 
may  be  between  them 

Kegulate  the  strength  of  the  current  by  the  speed  of  the  crank,  and  by  drawing  the  knob  at  the  end 
of  the  box  (outside  )  After  having  used  tbe  machine,  it  is  better  to  leave  the  armature  attached  to  the 
knob,  on  the  magnet.  The  current  may  be  prevented  from  passing  through  the  hands  by  the  use  of 
gloves,  and  will  be  less  unpleasant  if  wet  sponges  art-  placed  in  the  ends  of  the  handles,  and  then  applied 
to  the  skin,  as  they  prevent  the  pricking  sensation.  The  bearings  and  springs  should  be  occasionally 
oiled  and  cleaned. 

Should  the  spools  rub  against  the  magnet  when  revolving,  loosen  the  screw  on  tbe  front  6ide  of  the 
Box  a  very  little,  and  tighten  the  one  on  the  back  side  in  the  same  proportion,  until  the  spools  revolve 
freely  ;  then  apply  the  screw  dtiver  to  the  milled  edge  of  ihe  button  screws  inside,  and  tighten  them  by 
a  few  raps  with  a  hammer  If  no  current  should  be  felt  while  operating  the  machine,  turn  the  crank  in 
the  opposite  direction  fat  a  few  seconds,  by  which  movement  any  particles  of  dust  that  may  have  collect- 
ed uuder  the  springs  which  bear  on  the  armature,  will  be  removt  d.  The  Positive  and  Negative  Poles  may 
be  easily  distinguished  b>  holding  the  handles  in  the  hands,  and  changing  them  from  one  to  the  other, 
when  the  most  pain  and  contraction  will  be  felt  in  the  wrist  of  the  hand  grasping  the  Negative  handle. 
Also,  by  the  letters  P  and  N  over  the  sockets  which  receive  the  conductors.
